Grafton  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house 
in  said  town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at 
ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote 
a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  a  Town 
Treasurer,  Overseer  of  Poor,  one  Library  Trustee  for 
three  years,  three  Highway  Agents,  two  Auditors,  Chief 
of  Police,  measurers  of  wood  and  bark,  weigher  of  hay 
and  straw,  cemetery  agents  and  such  other  officers  as 
the  town  may  judge  necessary  to  be  chosen. 

Article  2.  To  see  what  compensation  will  be  paid 
town  officers  and  what  limitation  of  time  the  Tax  Col- 
lector may  have  to  settle  with  said  town. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  Town's 
expenses    including    all    departments. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen    to   borrow    money    in    anticipation    of   taxes. 

Article  5.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  voters :  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $3,000.00 
for  the  repair  and  construction  of  sidewalks  in  the  town 
of  Canaan.

Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden 

■J  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1939  which  was  considered  the  most  hazardous  we 
have  ever  had. 

We  should  feel  very  gratified  to  think  we  have  had 
only  one  fire  of  any  size  the  whole  season.  There  were 
two  or  three  other  small  fires  reported  but  they  were 
extinguished  before  they  were  fairly  under  way.  This 
was  due  to  the  cooperation  of  the  fire  wardens  and 
other  townspeople. 

We  should  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Forest  Service 
and  CCC  men  for  their  aid  in  fighting  the  fire  on  Pros- 
pect hill,  on  August  18.  We  were  called  to  help  at 
the  Lyme-Dorchester  fire,  also  the  Enfield  fire.  Our 
men  were  ready  and  willing  to  go  and  I  hope  our  as- 
sistance was  satisfactory. 

Right  here  I  wish  to  say  that  I  do  not  believe  any 
town  in  the  state  could  have  received  nearer  100  per 
cent  cooperation  from  the  townspeople  than  we  have 
here  in  Canaan.  At  anytime  we  have  called  for  help 
everyone  has  been  ready  to  go  and  help  in  every  way 
possible.  We  have  wonderful  equipment,  with  very  lit- 
tle lacking.  We  do  need  some  water  canteens  and  per- 
haps a  few  more  lanterns,  also  a  bleeder  valve  to  use  in 
the  hose  line  to  fill  back  pumps  or  buckets. 

Our  Forest  Fire  Company  was  invited  to  Concord 
to  compete,  on  Paul  Bunyan  Day,  with  several  other  fire 
companies  of  the  state.  We  came  out  in  a  way  that 
was  most  gratifying  to  me  and  should  be  to  the  town. 
34  blue  ribbons,  2  plaques,  and  a  nice  evening's  enter- 
tainment at  Eggleston's  camp  at  Cjrystal  lake.  To  the 
members   of   this   company    I    extend    sincere   thanks. 

We  feel  the  coming  year  will  be  very  hazardous 
and  I  am  again  going  to  ask  everyone  to  be  sure  and 
get  permits  before  starting  any  outdoor  fires  for  any 
purpose  whatsoever.     You  all  know  I  will  be  more  than 
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glad  to  issue  these  free  gratis  if  it  is  a  prudent  time 
to  burn.  By  this  time  we  must  all  know  the  laws  of 
the  state  regarding  fires  and  I  certainly  regret  to  have 
to  bring  court  action  against  any  townsman  when  it  is 
such  a  simple  matter;  for  any  of  us  to  get  permits. 

There  are  two  things  in  particular,  I  wish  to  stress 
before  closing — that  parents  be  very  careful  about 
children  using  matches  and  smoking;  also  smokers  be 
sure  to  put  out  all  matches,  cigarettes,  cigars  and  pipe 
ashes  when  done  smoking  and  never  throw  them  from 
automobiles  when  riding. 

May  we   count   on  your  help   in   cutting  down   our 
fire    losses    this    coming   year.
